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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The amendment filed 12/19/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: That is, connecting the 
second capacitor between a first node between the first capacitor and the diode and a 
second node between the first capacitor and one of the source and the drain of the main 
switching transistor. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the connection second 
capacitor between a first node between the first capacitor and the diode and a second 
node between the first capacitor and one of the sources and the drain of the main 
switching transistor must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
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number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9-12, 14-16, 18 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) 
as being anticipated by Applicant's admitted prior art. 

Applicant's admitted prior art Fig. 3 disclose the claimed invention. A method for 
controlling a DC-DC converter (1a) wherein the DC-DC converter includes a first 
capacitor (C3), a second capacitor (C2), a diode (D2) connected in series with the first 
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capacitor, and a main switching transistor (T1) having a source, a gate, and a drain, 
connecting the diode and the first capacitor that are connected in series with each other 
between the source (Vin) and the drain of the main switching transistor; activating and 
inactivating the main switching transistor; generating gate voltage to drive the main 
switching transistor by connecting the second capacitor in parallel to the first capacitor 
or by disconnecting the second capacitor from the first capacitor in synchronism with the 
activation and inactivation of the main switching transistor, rectifying transistor (T2), 
control circuit (12), voltage dividing resistors (R1 and R2), an error amplifier (4), a 
triangular wave oscillator (5), a PWM comparator (6) and drive circuits (8a and 8b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3, 8, 13, 17 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 12/19/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicant's figures fail to disclose this new features added into claims 
1, 6, 10, 11, 15, 18 and 21. That is, the figures do not disclose connecting the second 
capacitor between a first node between the first capacitor and the diode and a second 
node between the first capacitor and one of the sources and the drain of the main 
switching transistor.
